Ity memories of the days of our association in the 
Department are so pleasant that I often wish that I had ' 
never left the place. Although it seems that I strayed 
far off the genetics reservation, the things I learned un- 
der your direction have been most useful in the field to 
which I have devoted ry self. You will recall that while in 
the Graduate School, for a short time I was one of the 
junior members of the Staff under Prof. Gilbert, until I 
left -Ithaca to join the River bank laboratories. Had I not 
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dons so, the chances are good that I would have continued 
as a member of the Department's staff, in which case, an 
Important part of ay recompense would have been a continu- 
ation of a most friendly relationship with you,

.and that you will visit Washington. Please look ms up, if 
you do come, and it shall be my pleasure to assist in. mak- 
ing your visit enjoyable. '
